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WOOL TARIFF BILL 


Presidentis Action Followed 
by Split in Senate Caused 
‘by Demoerats. 


ASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 17.— 
President Taft's message vetoing 
the wool bill is as follows: 

“I return without my approval 
House Bill No. 11,019 with a state- 
ment of my reasons for £0 doing. 

“The bill is an amendment of the exist- 
ing tariff law and readjusts the customs 
duties in what is known as Schedule K., 
embracing wool and the manufactures of 
wool. 

“I was elected to the presidency as the 
candidate of a party which in its platform 
declared its aim and purpose to be to main- 
tain a protective tariff by ‘the imposition 
of such duties as will equal the difference 
between the cost of production at home and 
abroad, together with a reasonable profit to 
American industries.’ I have always re- 
garded this language as fixing the proper 
measure of protection at the ascertained 
difference between the cost of production 
at home and that abroad, and have con- 
strued the reference to the profit of Amer- 
ican industries as intended, not to add a 
new element to the measure stated nor to 
exchide from the cost of production abroad 
the element of a manufacturer's or pro- 
ducer’s profit, but only to emphasize the 
importance of including im the American 
cost a manufacturer's. or producer’s profit 
reasonable according to the American stan- 
dard. 


Work of Extra Session. 

‘In accordance with a promise made in 
the same pviatform 1! called an extra session 
of the Sixty-first congress. at which a gen- 
eral revision of the tariff was made and 
adopted in the Payne _ bill. It was con- 
tended by those who opposed the Payne 
bill that the existing rates of the Dingley 
bill were excessive and that the rates 
acopted in the revising statute were not 
sufficiently reduced to conform to the prom- 
ised measure. 

“The great difficulty, however, in dis 
cussing the new ,rates adopted was that 
there were no means available by which 
impartial perons couk.. determine what in 
fact was the difference in cost of production 
between the products of this country and 
the same products abroad. The American 
public became deeply impressed with the 
conviction that, in order to secure a proper 
revision of the tariff in the future, exact In- 
formation as to the effect of the new rates 
must be had, and that the evil of log-rolling 
or a compromise between advocates of dif- 
ferent protected industries in fixing duties 
could be avoided, and the interest of the 
consuming public could be properly guarded, 
only by revising the tariff one schedule at 
a time. — 


Power to Create Tariff Board. 
“To help these reforms for the future, I 
took advantage of a clause in the Payne 
tariff bill enabling me to create a tariff board 
of three members and directed them to make 
a glossary and encyclopedia of the terms 
used in the tariff and to secure information 
as to the comparative cost of production of 
dutiable articles under the tariff at home and 
abroad.” , 
Here the president quoted from his mes- 
sage of Dec. 7, 1900, requesting money to 
continue the work of the tariff board and 
stating the good results he believed would 
be obtained by scientific revision. Today’s 
message continued: 
“A popular demand arore for the formal 
creation by law of a permanent non-partisan 
tariff commission. Commercial bodies all 
over the country united in a movement to 
secure adequate legiflation for the purpose 
and an association with a nation wide cor- 
stituency was organized to promote the 
cause. The public opinion in favor of such 
a commission was evidenced by resolutions 
adopted in 1909 and 1910 by Republican state 
conventions in at least twenty-eight states. 
“In addition. efforts were made to secure 
a change im the rules of procedure in the 
house and senate with a view to preventing 
the consideration of tariff changes except 
echedule by schedule. 


Sought to Avoid Disturbance. 

“The business of the country rests on a 
protective tariff basis. The public keenly 
realized that a disturbance of business by a 
change in the tariff and a threat of injury 
to the industries of the country ought to be 
avoided, and that nothing could help so

Adds Two Members to Board. 

“On the failure ef this bill I took such 
steps as I could to make the tariff board I 
already had appointed a satisfactory rubsti- 
tute for the proposed tariff commission. An 
appropriation of $225,000 to continue the 
work until June 30, 1912, had been granted 
by congress in the alternative, to be applied 
to the board I had appointed, unless a tariff 
comission bill was passed. 

“In this appropriation bill the nonpartli- 
san tariff commission, if created and appoint- 
ed, was directed to make a report on sched- 
ule K by Dec. 1, 1911. Accordingly, I added 
two members to the tariff board from the 
opposition party, and directed the board to 
make report on schedule K by Dec. 1 next, 
The board differs in no way from the tariff 
commission as it.weuld have been. except 
in its power to summon witnesses; and 1 am 
advised by the membérs of the board that, 
without this power, they have had no diffi- 
culty in sectring information they desire. 

“The board took some months to investi- 
gate the methods pursued in other countries 
in procuring information on tariff.subjects 
and.to organize its force. In October, 1910, 
its work of investigation began with a force 
of forty that has now increased to eighty. 


Full Report in December. 

“In addition to the ‘glossary,’ which Is 
near completion, and other work connected 
with furnishing information in connection 
with thé enforcement of the maximum and 
\minimunt clause of the Payne tariff act and 
in respect to the Canadian reciprocity meas- 
ure, its attention has been especially directed 
to comparative cost under schedule K (wool 
and woolens), under schedule M (paper and 
pulp), and under schedule I (cotton manu~ 
factures). 

“The eport on schedule M (pulp and 
paper) has already been sent to congress. 
Full reports on wool and cotton will be sub- 
mitted to*wongress in December. I have also 
directed an investigation into the metal and 
leather schedules, the results of which it is 
hoped can be submitted tocongress at its ‘irst 
regular session in time to permit thefr con- 
sideration and legislative action if, neces- 
sary.” 

The president, after quoting from a report 
of the tariff commission association com- 
mending the work of the tariff board, con- 
tinues: 

“TI have thus reviewed the history of the 
movement for the establishment of a tariff 
commission or board in order to show that the 
real advance and reform in tariff making are 
to be found in the acquiring of accurate and 
impartial information ag to the effect of 
the proposed tariff changes under each sched- 
ule before they are adopted, and further to 
show that if delay inthe passage of a bill 
to amend schedule K can be had until Decem- 
ber congress will then be in possession of a 
full and-satisfactory report upon the whole 
eched ule, 


Consideration of Bill. 

“This brings me to the consideration of 
the ;terms of the bill presented for ‘my, ap- 
proval. Schedule K is the most complicate’ 
schedule in the-fariff.. It classifies raw woo! 
with different»rates for different classes: it 
affords the manufacturer -what is called a 
compensatory duty to make up for the in- 
creased price of the raw material he has to 
use due to the rate on raw wool, and for 
the shrinkage that takes place in scouring 
the wool for manufacture; and it gives him. 
in addition, an ad valorem duty to protect 
him against foreign competition with cheap 
labor- 

“The usages which prevail in scouring the 
wool,'in making the yarn, and in the manu- 
facture of cloth present a complication of 
technical detail that prevents any one, no+ 
especially informed concerning wool grow- 
ing and manufacture, from understanding 
the schedule and the eftect of changes in 
the various rates and percentages. 

“Jf there ¢ver was a schedule that needed 
consideration and investigation and elab- 
orate explanation by experts before Its 
amendment, it is schedule K. There ts a 
widespread belief. that many rates in the 
present schedule are too high and aré in 
excess of any needed protection for the wool 
grower or manufacturer. I share this be- 
lief and have so stated in several public ad- 
dresses. But I have no sufficient data upon 
which I can judge how schedule K ought 
to be amended or how its rates ought to te 
reduced, in order. that the new bill sha!’ 
furnish the proper measure of protection and 
no more. 


Fears Results of Measure. 

* Nor have I sources of information which 
satisfy me that the bill presented to me for 
‘signature will accomplish this result. ‘The 
parliiamentary history of the bill is not re- 
assuring upon this point. It was introduced 
and passed in the house ar providing a tariff 
for reventie only and with the avowed pur- 
pose of departing from a protective tariff 
policy. 

“The rate of duty on raw wools of all 
classes was changed from a specific duty of 
11 cents a pound to 20 per cent ad valorem. 
On the average for the importations for the

from 81\$1 per cent to 45 per cent. The bill 
was defeated in the senate and so was @ 
substitute introduced as a protection meas- 
ure. The proposed substitute fixed the duty 
on raw wool, first class, at 40 per cent, and 
on a second class of carpet woocls at 10 per 
cent, and on ¢loths at 60 per cent, and om 
wearing appgrel at the same rate. 

“On reconsideration a compromise meas~- 
ure Was passed by the senate, which was @ 
compromise between the house bill_and the 
senate substitute bil}, and“%in which the rate 
on first class wool was fixed at 85 per cent, 
on carpet woois 10-per cent, and on cloths 
and wearing apparel 55 per cent. 


Rates Fixed at Conference. 

“In conference bétween thé two houses 
the rate gn all classes of raw wool was fixed 
at 20 per cént, this being an inc on 
carpet wools of 9 per cent as fixed “the 
house bill.and of 19 per cent as fixed in the 
senate bill. The conference rate on cloths 
and wearing apparel was fixed at 49 per cent. 
No evidence as to the cost of production 
here or abroad was published and the com- 
promise amendment in the senate was 
adopted without reference to or considera- 
tion by’ a committee. | 

“TI do not mention these facts to criticise 
the method of preparation of the bill; but I 
must needs refer to, them to show that the 
congressional prdceedings.make available 
for me no accurate or sefentifically acquired 
information which enables me to determine 
that the bill supplies the measure of pro- 
tection promised in,sthe platform on which 
I was elected. 

“Without any investigation of which the 
details are available an avowed, tariff-for- 
revenue and anti-protection bill is by come 
promise blended with a professed protection 
bill. Rates between those of the two bills 
are adopted and passed, except that, in some 
important Instances, rates, are fixed in the 
compromise ata figure higher, and in others 
at a figure lower, than were originally fixed 
in either house. The principle followed in 
adjusting the amendments of existing law is, 
therefore, not clear, and the effect of the 
bill is most uncertain. 


Cites Rates in Wilson Bill. 

“The Wilson tariff act of 1804, while giving 
the manufacturer free wool, provided as high 
duties on led@ing manufactures of wool as 
does the present bill, which at the same time 
taxes the manufacturer's raw material at 20 
per cent. Thus the protection afforded to 
manufacturers under the Wilson bill was 
very considerably higher than under the 
present bill. 

“During the years in which the Wilson 
bill was in force the woolen manufacturers 
suffered. Many mills were compelled to shut 
down. These were abnormal years, and it 
is not necessary to attribute the hard times 
solely to the tariff act of 1804. But it was at 
least an addition to other factors operating 
to injure the woolen business. 

* It is the only experience we have had for a 
generation of a radicel revision of this 
schedule, and, without exaggerating its im-

elections. 

All of the IlHnols delegation voted for the 
measure, with the exception of Sterling, who 
was absent. 


Opposed by Southern Members. 

To obtain approval of the compromise

Harriet Grim of Chicago, one of the suffra- 


gets who are campaigning Wisconsin in be- 
half of votes for women, proved herself the 
equal and more than the equal today of a 
man in the crowd who listened to her address 
in the downtown district. 

The man interrupted Miss Grim after she 
had talked for some time. He asked her 
Several times why she was not married. 

“ As you are so insistent I‘will agswer that 
question,” she said. “It is because a man 
related to me married and brought three chil- 
dren into the world and then deserted his 
family. I havesupported these children, and 
because of that I have not married.’ 

“If we had a jackpot of $100,000 we could 
get our suffrage bill through the Illinois leg - 
isiature in just six days,’ Miss Grim told 
her hearers, ‘three days to read it through 
the legisAature and three to publish it. But 
I assure you if we had $100,000 we would not 
use it that way.” 

One of the things Miss Grim said women 
wanted suffrage for is to raise the age of pro- 
tection for girls to 18 years.
